W ashington, April 14.—Tn a special | 
m essage vetoing a darn bill ^ ’resident 
Roosexelt warned congress Tuat there 
are pending in this session bills which 
propose to give away without price 
•♦ream right« capable of developing 
1,800,000 horsepower 
whose produc­ 
tion would cost annually 86,000,000 
to nil of coal; urged in vigorous term s 
the establishm ent of a policy such as 
the filibustering minority in the house 
demands, which would safeguard the 
granting of bridge and dam privileges 
and require the grantees to pay for 
them ; and definitely announced a fu­ 
ture policy on his part with regard to 
prompt 
utilisation 
of 
construction 
privileges by refusing his signature to 
a bill giving an additional three years 
to the Rainy River Improvement com­ 
pany, within which to build a dam in 
the Rainy river. 
“ I do not believe,” said the presi­ 
dent, “ that natural resources should 
be granted and held in an undeveloped 
condition 
either tor speculative or 
ot her reasons. 
So far as 1 am aware 
there 
are 
no assurances 
that 
the 
grantees (in this ease) are in any bet­ 
ter condition promptly and properly 
to utilize this opporuntly than they 
wore at the tim e of the original act 
(granting 
the 
privilege) 
ten 
years 
ago.” 
T he president outlined the follow­ 
ing policy, which he favors; 
Advocates a Definite Policy. 
"In place of the present haphazard 
policy of perm anently alienating valu­ 
able public property we should sub­ 
stitute a definite policy along the fol­ 
lowing lines: 
“F irst—T hera should he a limited 
or carefully guarded grant in tlie na­ 
tu re of an option or opportunity af­ 
forded within reasonable time for de­ 
velopment of plans and for execution 
of the project. 
“Second—Such a grant or coneos- 
•lon should be accompanied in the act 
m aking the grant by a provision ex­ 
pressly making It the duty of the 
designated official to annul the grant 
if the work is not begun or plans are 
not carried out in accordance with 
the authority granted. 
"T hird—It should also he the duty 
of some designated official to see to 
It that in approving the plans the 
maxim um development of ihe naviga­ 
tion and power is assure«!, or at least 
in making the plans these may not be 
so developed as ultm ately to interfere 
with the better utilization of the water 
or complete development of the power 
"F ourth—T here should be a license 
fee or charge which, though small or 
nominal at tlie outset, can in the fu­ 
ture be adjusted so as to secure a con­ 
trol in the interest of the public. 
•«Fifth— provision should he made 
for the term ination of the grant or 
privilege at a definite time, leaving 
to future generation» the power or 
authority to renew or extend the con­ 
cession in accordance with the condi 
tion» which may prevail at that tim e.” 


Handled Without Glove« by Buaineat 
Men. 
W ashington, April 14.—T he Aldrich 
financial bill, as passed by the senate, 
was handled without gloves by speak­ 
ers before the house com m ittee on 
banking and currency, which is con­ 
sidering the measure. 
With the ex­ 
ception of Charles C. Glover, president 
of tho Riggs National bank of this 
city, none of those who spoke favored 
the passage at this time of an em erg­ 
ency m easure. 
The sentim ent was al­ 
most unanim ous that if a perm anent 
financial bill cannot become a law 
now, no attem pt should be ma«le to 
amend the present taws. 
T he 
speakers 
who 
followed 
Mr. 
Glover, 
representating 
interests 
in 
Minneapolis. St. Paul, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and Richnftmd, Va., 
took Issue with his statem ent that 
financial 
conditions 
have 
not 
im­ 
proved and sabl they saw’ no signs of 
an Impending panic. 
One of the sec­ 
tions most freely critlcise<l was the 
1 a Pollene am endm ent providing that 
so national hanking association shall 
Invest any part of its funds or de­ 
posits in the stocks or other securi­ 
ties of any corporation or association, 
any of the offi«ers or directors of 
which are officers or directors of such 
banking association. 
T he claim was 
m ade that (his would drive the most 
desirable men of a community out of 
the directorate of a hank. 
An asset currency bill was favored 
by many of the speakers and the ap­ 
pointment of a commission to investi­ 
gate the whole subject and report to 
congress was generally favored. 


UNLOOKED 
FOR 
PROGRESS 


Made in the House on the Naval Ap­ 
propriation Bill. 
W ashington, April 14.— Un looked for 
progress was made by the house in 
the conshieration of the naval appro­ 
priation bill. 
When it was laid aside 
for the day it had been one-half dis­ 
posed of and the advocates of the four 
battleships proposition were aligning 
them selves in preparation for the fight 
on that subject which probably will 
soon occur. 
The hopes of the officers 
of the navy and m arine corps for an 
increase in pay were dashe<i to the 
ground when on a point of order by 
Mr.

AGAINST PAPER TRUST. 


COMPROMISE MEASURE. 


To Meet Conflicts Between 
Federal 
Courts and State Authorities. 
W ashington, April 14—To meet con­ 
flicts between federal courts and state 
authorities, such as have arisen during 
the past year in Minnesota, North 
Carolina, A labam a and other states, 
the senate com m ittee on judiciary re­ 
ported a bill directing the method of 
procedure in cases w here an effort is 
m ade in the federal courts to enjoin 
sta te officials 
from enforcing 
state 
laws. 
T he bill is a compromise be­ 
tw een m easures introduced by Sena­ 
tors Overman, Bacon and the late 
Senator Bryan of Florida, and was r e ­ 
ported 
by 
Mr. 
Overman. 
It 
has 
created much attention at the hands 
of th e com m ittee and is intended not 
only to lessen the frequency of Injunc­ 
tions in such cases, but to modify and 
■often the process when it is resorted 
to. 
It prohibits any one federal judge 
from granting such an injunction and 
requires th a t all applications for such 
orders shall be heard by at least three 
lib e ra l judges, tw'o of whom shall be 
Circuit judges, while the third may be 
either a circuit or a district judge. It 
also requires at least five days’ notice 
to tho state authorities and grants 
appeal to the suprem e court of the 
U nited States. 


No Evidence to Justify Legal Proceed­ 
ings Obtained. 
W ashington, April 14.— The attorney 
general has sent to Speaker Cannon a 
letter in reply to the house resolution 
asking what steps have been taken 
by the governm ent to investigate the 
alleged combination of wood pulp or 
print paper m anufacturers. 
T he a t­ 
torney general says an investigation 
is in progress, hut no evidence has yet 
been obtained to justify legal proceed­ 
ings. 
He says that when the investi­ 
gation and tlie report thereon is com­ 
pleted he will subm it them without de­ 
lay if he can do so without affecting 
tlit- interests of justice, but that if the 
investigation should lead to civil or 
criminal proceedings it may continue 
expedient 
to 
tem porarily 
withhold 
iron» the public the evidence and in­ 
formation. 


Shows That Property Valued at Near­ 


ly 
Six 
Million

stroyed— No Further Deaths Have 


Been Reported. 


Boston. April 14.— From the em bers 
of the conflagration in Chelsea there 
has arisen a well-organized m ovem ent 
for aid and relief of the 10,000 home­ 
less, a counting of the cost by insur­ 
ance companies, whose representatives 
placed their losses at $3,500,000, and 
a determ ination by the city authori­ 
ties to rebuihl the 350 acres swept by 
the flumes w here stood, before the 
fire, property valued at nearly $6,- 
000,000. 
No further deaths have been report­ 
ed and of the injured persons taken 
to the various hospitals only two ure 
believed to he in a critical condition. 
The three bodies which were taken to 
the morgue in Boston remain uniden­ 
tified. 
Revised 
figures indicate that 
the 
losses total $5,575,000, being divided 
according to the various classes of 
property destroyed, as follows: 
Churches and schools, $525,000; pub­ 
lic buildings, $475,000; factories, busi­ 
ness blocks and contents, $825,000; 
dwelling houses, $3,750,000. 
The insurance of $3,500,000 is di­ 
vided am ong about eighty companies. 
T here was com paritively little suf­ 
fering reported among the fire vic­ 
tims. 
So prompt and efficient was the 
relief work that 
practically no ono 
was without shelter at night. 
T he relief lias been taken up by 
those who handled the M assachusetts 
fund for the San Francisco sufferers. 
Mayor Issues an Appeal. 


Mayor Beck issue«! an appeal to the 
country» but after a conference with 
Acting G overnor Eben S. Draper, the 
appeal was amended so as to include 
only the state. 
A nnouncement 
was 
made that $15,000 had been raised by 
subscription in Boston before noon. In 
addition tlie city of Chelsea appro­ 
priated $ 10,000 and a resolution call­ 
ing for $100,000 from the at ate was in* 
troduced in the house of representa­ 
tives. 
Many nearby cities announced 
the starting 
of subscription 
papers 
and the city governm ents of others 
will hold special m eetings to take ac­ 
tion on the m atter. 
A m essage re­ 
ceived from President 
Roosevelt ex­ 
pressed 
sym pathy 
and 
volunteered 
the serxiees of the arm y and qavy. 
In the m eantim e the local organiza­ 
tions, such as the associated charities 
and the Salvation Army, were perfect­ 
ing their work and they professed en­ 
tire ability to find tem porary quar­ 
ters for all the homeless. 
T he burned district was closely pa­ 
trolled by the state militia, the work 
of the guard, however, consisted m ost­ 
ly in keeping people from venturing 
too near the standing walls 
T here 
was very little property remaining to 
be guarded, so throughly had the area 
been swept by the flames. 
In fact, 
the 
underw riters 
who 
viewed 
the 
ruins saw no prospect of salvage of 
any description. 
One street, Broad­ 
way, was cleared and opened to the 
general public and as it led straight 
through 
the heart of the ruins, 
a 
stea«ly 
stream 
of 
people 
moved 
through it all «biy. 
A few of the ruins 
smoked lazily during the day and two 
more oil tanks eaught fire and burm*<l 
them selves out. 
O iher 
than 
these, 
th e re was little left for the fire and 
nil the visiting apparatus was sent 
home.

knife. 
Berger will probably live. 
He told 
the 
police 
that 
lie 
had discovered 
Habia robbing the flat. 
T hat the hit- I 
ter attac ked him and then killed him­ 
self. 
He disclaimed knowledge of the 
w om an’s death. 
Berger is under a r­ 
rest at a hospital. 
The Pelter woman came here two 
years ago from Chicago and was said 
to ue tlie widow of a tailor of that city. 
She possessed a considerable amount 
of jewelry and at one time is said to 
have been well provided with money. 
The police have established that tiie 
! w om an’s maiden nam e was K ratow ski 
1 and that her family lives in Chicago, i 
Her husband, Samuel Pelter, died in 
Chicago tour years ago from causes

definitely determ ined.

was

“Second—Such a grant or conces- 
aion should be accompanied in the act 
making the grant by a provision ex­ 
pressly making it the duty of the 
designated official to annul the grant 
lf the work is not begun or plans are 
not carried out in accordance with 
the authority granted. 
“Third—It should also be the duty 
of some designated official to see to 
It that in approving the plans the 
maximum development of the naviga­ 
tion and power is assured, or at least 
in making the plans these may not be 
so developed as ultmately to interfere 
with the better utilization of the water 
or complete development of the power. 
“Fourth—There should be a license 
fee or charge which, though small or 
nominal at the outset, can In the fu­ 
ture be adjusted so as to secure a con­ 
trol in the interest of the public. 
“Fifth—Provision should be made 
for the termination of the grant or 
privilege at a definite time, leaving 
to future generations the power or 
authority to renew or extend the con­ 
cession in accordance with the condi­ 
tions which may prevail at that time.” 


COMPROMISE M EASURE. 


To Meet Conflicts Between 
Federal 
Courts and State Authorities. 
Washington, April 14.—To meet con­ 
flicts between federal courts and state 
authorities, such as have arisen during 
the past year in Minnesota, North 
Carolina, Alabama and other states, 
the senate committee on judiciary re­ 
ported a bill directing the method of 
procedure in cases where an effort is 
made in the federal courts to enjoin 
state officials from enforcing state 
laws. The bill is a compromise be­ 
tween measures introduced by Sena­ 
tors Overman, Bacon and the late 
Senator Bryan of Florida, and was re­ 
ported 
by 
Mr. 
Overman. 
It 
has 
created much attention at the hands 
of the committee and is intended not 
only to lessen the frequency of injunc­ 
tions in such cases, but to modify and 
soften the process when it is resorted 
to. It prohibits any one federal judge 
from granting such an injunction and 
requires that all applications for such 
orders shall be heard by at least three 
liberal Judges, two of whom shall be 
Circuit judges, while the third may be 
either a circuit or a district judge. It 
also requires at least five days’ notice 
to the state authorities and grants 
appeal to the supreme court of the 
United States. 


ALDRICH FINANCIAL B IL L 


Handled Without Gloves by Business 
Men. 
Washington, April 14.—The Aldrich 
financial bill, ae passed by the senate, 
was handled without gloves by speak­ 
ers before the house committee on 
banking and currency, which is con­ 
sidering the measure.

AGAINST PAPER TRUST. 


No Evidence to Justify Legal Proceed­ 
ings Obtained. 
Washington, April 14.—The attorney 
general has sent to Speaker Cannon a 
letter in reply to the house resolution 
asking what steps have been taken 
by the government to investigate the 
alleged combination of wood pulp or 
print paper manufacturers. The at­ 
torney general says an investigation 
is in progress, but no evidence has yet 
been obtained to justify legal proceed­ 
ings. 
He says that when the investi­ 
gation and the report thereon is com­ 
pleted he will submit them without de­ 
lay if he can do so without affecting 
the interests of justice, but that if the

Boston, April 14.—From the embers 
of the conflagration in Chelsea there 
has arisen a well-organized movement 
for aid and relief of the 10,000 home­ 
less, a counting of the cost by Insur­ 
ance companies, whose representatives 
placed their losses at $3,500,000, and 
a determination by the city authori­ 
ties to rebuild the 350 acres swept by 
the flames where stood, before the 
fire, property valued at nearly $6,- 
000,000. 
No further deaths have been report­ 
ed and of the Injured persons taken 
to the various hospitals only two are 
believed to be in a critical condition. 
The three bodies which were taken to 
the morgue in Boston remain uniden­ 
tified. 
Revised figures indicate that the 
losses total $5,575,000, being divided 
according to the various classes of 
property destroyed, as follows: 
Churches and schools, $525,000; pub­ 
lic buildings, $475,000; factories, busi­ 
ness blocks and contents, $825,000; 
dwelling houses, $3,750,000. 
The insurance of $3,500,000 is di­ 
vided among about eighty companies.

There was comparitively little suf- 
! fering reported among the fire vic­ 
tims. So prompt and efficient was the 
relief work that practically no one 
was without shelter at night.

VICTORY FOR CITY. 


Thousands of Acres of Bottom Land 
Inundated. 
Muskogee, Okla., April 14.—Swollen 
streams are threatening the railroad 
and wagon bridges in Eastern Okla­ 
homa and thousands of acres of bot­ 
tom land are inundated. 
The Cana­ 
dian, Arkansas and Verdigre rivers 
are above their banks and at this 
point the Arkansas river has reached 
the highest stage since 1904. 
Several miles of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco railroad near Melvin 
are covered by water and traffic has 
been suspended. 
Passengers were carried on hand­ 
cars over a stretch of track which is 
several feet under water.

Highwaymen Kill Conductor. 
Birmingham, Ala., April 14.—High­ 
waymen, supposed to be negroes, de­ 
railed a South Bessemer electric car 
at the Woodward crossing, and when 
the motorman and conductor went for­ 
ward to investigate they were fired 
upon from behind a pile of logs. Con­ 
ductor Woods was killed instantly. 
The men escaped and a sheriff’s posse 
with dogs has taken up the chase. 


Sioux Falls W ins Long Legal Fight 
for Valuable Property. 
Sioux Falls, S. D., April 14.—A fer 
litigation lasting for four years Sioux 
Falls has wron a sweeping victory as 
a result of a decision by Federal 
Judge Garland in the case of Sioux 
Fall* vs. the South Dakota W ater 
company. 
Property worth $500,000 is 
involved. The water company claimed 
perpetual rights under a franchise en­ 
tered into between it and the city on 
April 9, 1884, and which was limited 
to a period of twenty years. 
Judge Carland held In substance 
that the old water company had no 
present rights under the twenty-year 
franchise; that its rights for occupy­ 
ing the streets with its mains and 
furnishing water to the people of 
Sioux Falls existed only during the 
twenty years covered by the lease.

ing In Chicago. 


New York, April 14.—The tender­ 
loin has produced another tragedy 
quite as grewsome and mysterious as 
others that have made certain sections 
of this city notorious. 
When the police reached the scene 
Kate Pelter, thirty-eight years old, 
had been strangled to death by a 
towel which was bound tightly about 
the neck; Vito Della Rabia, forty-six 
years old, a clothing cutter, and once 
a companion of the woman, was dead 
with his throat cut, while Charles A. 
Berger, a boilermaker, forty years old, 
who occupied the flat where the kill­ 
ing was done, was bleeding from 
wounds in the side made by a bread 
knife. 
Berger will probably live. 
He told 
the police that he had discovered 
Rabia robbing the flat. That the lat­ 
ter attacked him and then killed him­ 
self. 
He disclaimed knowledge of the 
woman’s death. 
Berger is under ar­ 
rest at a hospital. 
The Pelter woman came here twm 
years ago from Chicago and was said 
to be the widow of a tailor of that city. 
She possessed a considerable amount 
of jewelry and at one time is said to 
have been well provided with money. 
The police have established that the 
woman’s maiden name was Kratowski 
and that her family lives in Chicago. 
Her husband, Samuel Pelter, died in 
Chicago lour years ago from causes 
not definitely determined. The wo­ 
man’s sister-in-law, Mrs. Annie Kra­ 
towski, was similarly strangled to 
death six months ago.

Cashier Attempts Suicide. 
Madison, Wis., April 14.—Confront­ 
ed W'ith the charge of having embez­ 
zled over $8,000 of the funds of the 
Citizens’ State bank of the village of 
Belleville, Edwin C. Story, cashier of 
the bank, attempted to commit suicide 
by taking poison. 
He was discovered

How tho World’s Champion Took Up 
Wrestling ss rn Profsssion. 
Just how Frank Gotcb of Humboldt, 
la., who recently won through default 
the 
wr»*stling championship of the 
world from George Hackeuschmidi. the 
“Russian Lion,” came to take up wres­ 
tling In a professional way is told as 
follows In his own language: 
“I butted by mere chance, so to speak, 
into the business, and the occasion of 
my debut was anything but auspicious. 
It took place about eight years ago In 
the little towu of Livermore, la., where 
the Modern Woodmen we e ho.ding a 
picnic. There were all sons of athletic 
games, and one of the men entered 
against me In the shot put and other 
similar events was a well built chap 
whom the crowd only knew as Dan. 
Nobody knew just where he bailed 
from. 
“He had the reputation of being a 
fast runner, but I managed to put it 
all over him. although I was uot more 
than a kid at the time. I beat him in 
the fifty yard run and was also victo­ 
rious at throwing the hammer. 
The 
defeats made Dan a bit angry, and be 
proposed all sorts of things to got even. 
Oue was a wrestling match. Although 
I did not know the first thing about 
the game, I consented more because I 
was young, ambitious and prided my­ 
self on my strength than anything else. 
“Some one furnished me with a pair 
of old trunks, and w hen I asked Dan 
where we would wrestle he said rathe* 
sneeringly, ‘Right In the middle of the 
street In the heart of the tow’n, my 
lad.’ 
And he said it loud enough so 
that many of my friends and admirers 
should hear it. 
“I protested that wrestling on the 
street on the stones was not the kind 
of a match I had expected to engage 
in. 
I proposed a hall, but Dan would 
not hear of it. 
“ ‘It’s got to be In the middle of the 
street or nowhere at all,’ he replied. 
‘You have beaten me fairly and square­ 
ly at running and throwing the ham­ 
mer and a few other things, and I 
would like to get even. 
Come, now, 
be a man and accept You are strong 
and hearty and ought not to kick about 
the stones so long as I am satisfied.’

National Guardsmen Fntjr the 
Field of Aeronautics. 


AERO CLUB WILL HELP THEM 


First Company, Signal Corps of Now 
York Stat# Organization, to Take Up 
Complata Coursa of Study In Aero­ 
nautical 
Science— Leo 
Stevens 
to 
Give First Practical Laaaon. 


Members of the First company, sig­ 
nal corps, N. O N. i .. are preparing 
to add balloons to their equipment and 
utilize aeronautical science to the full­ 
est. 
To this end an aeronautic corps, 
commanded by Major Oscar Eriandsen 
and consisting of twenty-five men. has 
been organized. A complete course of 
study of aeronautic science is to be en 
tered upon, ascensions are to be made 
and within a few weeks the militia­ 
men expect to take up the construction 
of several balloons for practical use. 
In determining to enter the field of 
aerial navigation the men of the First 
company have had the hearty co-oper­ 
ation of prominent members of the 
Aero Club cf America. 
In adopting 
this course, too, they have attained the 
honor of being the first national guard 
organization of any state to utilize 
practical aeronautics, says the New 
York Herald 
Major Erlandsen. who 
has been the guiding genius in this 
plan, is widely known as a civil eng! 
neer. 
Ile recently said: 
“Our aeronautic corps intends to take 
up ballooning at once. We realize that 
we must follow rather than invent. 
and because of that fact we plan to 
make a practical study of the subject 
of aeronautics and fit ourselves to 
make the greatest possible use of bal­ 
loons and dirigibles 
On April 30 next 
the course will open with a lecture, 
accompanied by the use of lantern 
slides. 
Afterward Leo Stevens w111 
give members of the class their firs* 
practical lesson. 
A complete minia­ 
ture spherical balloon will be used, as 
will a large balloon with a capacity of 
85.000 cubic feet of gas. The men. un­ 
der Mr. Stevens’ direction, will pre­ 
pare the big gas bag for an ascension, 
though the balloon will not be Inflated. 
“During the subsequent weeks the 
men will construct a small pilot bal­ 
loon having a diameter of probably 
twelve feet. 
Though this cannot be 
used to carry passengers, it can be 
utilized in carrying skyward the an­ 
tennae of a wireless telegraph appa 
ratus, in operating cameras and in 
sending up Ardois lights for practice 
in signaling at night. 
After that we 
shall construct a large balloon having 
a capacity of at least 35,000 cubic feet 
of gas. If the company participates in 
the maneuvers up state during June 
we shall take a balloon up there with 
us, though it probably will have to be 
borrowed. 
“Members of the Aero Club of Amer­ 
ica have aided us in every way. It is 
probable that members of our aero­ 
nautic corps will make ascensions with 
them within a few’ weeks, as several 
flights are contemplated at Pittsfield. 
Mass., and other points.” 
In the tow’er of the Seventy-first 
regiment armory, where the First com 
pany maintains quarters, the mem­ 
bers have constructed their own wire­ 
less telegraph apparatus. 
With their 
heliographs, signal flags and other 
devices they maintain constant commu­ 
nication 
with the 
Brooklyn signal 
corps, the New Jersey corps and the 
regular army corps at Fort Wood. 


OBJECT LESSON FOR FARMERS 


Secretary Wilson’s Plan For Showing 
How to Make Denatured Alcohol. 
Secretary Wilson has decided to give 
the farmers of the country a practical 
demonstration of how to make dena­ 
tured alcohol. 
He will establish at Washington, in 
one of the buildings of the department 
of agriculture, a model station, or 
plant, where farmers and others inter 
ested In the subject will be sbow’n how­ 
to make alcohol out of the various 
waste products of the farm, such as 
decayed fruit, corn, potatoes and the 
like, which cannot be used for any oth 
er purpose. 
The farmers have been slow to take 
up this matter, and Secretary Wilson 
wants to instruct and encourage them 
The management of the corn exposl 
don which is to be held at Omaha 
next fall wants Secretary Wilson to 
establish a station there and give dem­ 
onstrations. The secretary would like 
to do so, but won’t unless congress 
makes the necessary appropriation.

Day for the city 


There was a good attendance of sec­ 
ond ward gentlemen at the Commer­ 
cial rooms Monday evening at the in­ 
itial meeting of the Civic league for 
the season. 
The Fifth ward was repre­ 
sented by only one gentleman and the 
Third by one. 
What the crowd lacked 
in size, however, it made up in en­ 
thusiasm. 
Work D one L ast Year 
The meeting was called to order by 
President Geo. D. La Bar, who called 
H. F. Michael who reviewed the work 
done last year. 
He stated that there 
had been several things accomplished 
which he believed were any one of 
them worth the entire output of time 
and energy. 
Among the things accom­ 
plished he mentioned the beautifying of 
the depot grounds and railroad park 
and expressed the belief that the work 
would be extended and continued. 
He 
also spoke of the 
improvements in 
Gregory park, the increased interest 
taken by the householders of the city 
in the keeping of their premises in 
good shape and of other minor work 
done. 
Attorney A. T. Larson was called 
upon by Mr. LaBar and spoke of the 
value of a neat home and surroundings 
as an incentive to the young people of 
the family to be neat and painstaking. 
He also spoke of the added financial 
value of a property where it and its 
neighbors’ were well kept. 
For Park Im p rovem en t 
Alderman Farrar stated that there 
was between $250 and $300 on hand for 
the improvement of the city park and 
that the city council, finding that they 
could not make an especial park levy 
had added a half mill to the general 
levy. 
It was hoped that the same 
thing would be done again this year and 
thus there would soon be a sufficient 
fund on hand to give Brainerd a system 
of parks. 
Should Fix B ou levard s 
Dr. Werner Hemstead was called up­ 
on and spoke of the added value to 
property on Fourth street because it 
had been paved and the boulevards 
fixed and kept neatly. 
He also called 
attention to the neglected condition of 
tl?e boulevards along Kingwood and 5th 
streets. 
After some discussion it was 
decided to request owners of property 
where the curb had been set to level 
and seed the boulevards. 
It was also 
suggested that it might he possible to 
get up some sort of a contest between 
the two sides of the streets and thus 
arouse interest in the work. 
To Curb S econ d W ard 
A suggestion was made that the 
grades be established and the estimates 
prepared for the curbing of all the 
streets in the Second ward so that the 
assessments could be levied against the 
property next fall and the curbs be put 
in next summer. 
This would thus di­ 
vide the cost of paving and curbing so 
that it would come in different years 
and while beautifying the city would 
not make a heavy 
burden on the 
property owners. 
For S p ecia l C lea n in g D ay 
It was moved by Henry I. Cohen that 
the mayor of the city be requested to 
appoint a cleaning-up day at which 
time every householder would be re- 
queste to clean up his lot and the street 
in front of it if the same was not al­ 
ready clean. 
The motion was adopted 
without a dissenting vote. 
To D istrict OKy 
Several suggestions were made as to 
the best way to secure efficient work 
throughout all parts of the city and the 
concensus of opinion seemed to be that 
the best way was to district the city 
and endeavor 
to 
stimulate friendly 
rivalry. 
President LaBar spoke of a 
western city where the civic league had 
worked up such enthusiasm that there 
had been an organization into wards 
and precincts and men appointed to 
each and the precincts subdivided and a 
man placed in charge of each block. 
G a th erin g G a rb a g e 
Attorney M. E. Ryan called the at­ 
tention of the league to the lack of 
efficient and economical methods of 
gathering garbage. 
He believed that 
the city should assume the work of 
hauling away the tin cans, etc., if the 
householders would have them in proper 
receptacles. 
He also called attention 
to the need of trimming up the trees 
around the Northern Pacific depot and 
suggested that Mr. Gemmell be re­ 
quested to take the m atter up. The 
m atter of the need of a walk in front 
of the Jerry Howe property at the cor­ 
ner of Sixth and Main streets was 
brought up and Alderman Farrar stated 
that he thought that the city council 
would order a walk put in there this 
summer.

A Thunderoui Megaphone. 
On the French coast there soon will 
be a lighthouse equipped with a mon­ 
ster mouth aud a compressed air de 
vice which will enable It to shout In 
tones of thunder to ships on the hori­ 
zon. 
Dr. Marage of Paris is the In­ 
ventor. 
It will be an exact Imitation 
of the human throat and mouth, with 
an air pump for lungs. 
Teeth, lips, 
jawbones aud all are Imitated exactly. 
With a mouth six feet from corner to 
corner, it Is estimated that the arti­ 
ficial voice of the lighthouse will be 
understood from three to six miles 
away, according to Weather conditions. 
Mouths of this size are to be placed 
beneath the lens of the new French 
lighthouse. 
As steamers come over the 
horizon from Africa or America and 
are sighted one of its mouths will turn 
seaward aud bellow “ Hello!** 


An agricultural paper gives the fol­ 
lowing directons regarding the care of 
eggs for setting: 
“ In general, eggs can not be set the 
day they are laid. Place them in a 
room where the temperature is fairy 
constant and at about 60 degrees F. 
Turn them carefully at least once a 
day. If the air is very dry, sprinkle 
the floor with water, or place a few 
pans of water in the room; otherwise 
there may be a rapid evaporation of 
moisture from the egg, leaving a big air 
cell in the large end of it. Eggs in­ 
tended for incubation should he kept no 
longer than is absolutely necessary. 
Two weeks is about as long as it is safe 
to keep them, although with good care, 
under proper conditions, they may be 
kept longer. The fresher the egg the 
more likely it is to hatch a good and 
strong chick. 
—o— 
A Swedish horticulturist has come to 
New York with the object of attempt­ 
ing to introduce into America the Lig- 
non berry, which is similar to our cran­ 
berry. It is one of the popular fruits 
of Sweden and it is thought will prove 
equally popular here. If he is success­ 
ful in introducing it, the Swedish ex­ 
perimenter proposes to establish farms 
for its culture and factories for prepar­ 
ing it for market. To add a new and 
valuable berry to our stock and indus­ 
tries that will give employment to 
thousands is certainly an object to be 
desired and our horticulturists will 
watch with interest the outcome of the 
experiment.

IN LAND FRAUD TRIAL 


Attorneys for the Defendants Object 
to Testimony. 
Washington, April 14.—The trial of 
Frederick A. Hyde. John A. Benson, 
Henry P. Dlmond and Joost Schneider, 
who are charged with a conspiracy to 
defraud the government out of valu­ 
able lands, is punctuated with numer­ 
ous objections from the attorneys for 
the defendants. 
The principal objec­ 
tion made to testimony thus far has 
been that the alleged illegal acts in 
regard to which witnesses have testi­ 
fied occurred more than three years 
prior to the finding of the indictment 
in 1901 and are therefore barred by 
the statute of limitations.
